The linprovoinenla at 
thn new Ccmolry, ttie purchase ofad- 
dilionnl gl-ouiid there, the purcliaic 
nnd piililoi^' up of ihu slt^et Ikmps, 
and the cxpeiisoa and damages con- 
iieclcd wilb Ihe I'elton law-suit, are 
all iiems of extra expenditure, and 
shouhl not be cnnoteil . as pnrt of the 
<!xpensc account of the city, bccniise 
they do not conic up annually. The

Jay Goold, Cyrna Field and other 
millionaires, sookiug imuiunily 
from the heavy taxes I'le- 
valliug In all prosperous cities nnd 
commonliiea, but euolt is not- Uie 
case.

Who walk right inlo Iho very Jaws of 
biirh luxes and are more prosperous 
ihcrii lliiin when lieriS It H thU 
sirfani Iroin small towns and the 
country that builds, up tbe largo 
cities. 

Heniembcr these points; 
AVe ni-iy rcHrioiiable expect lower 
coiinlv mid Slate taxes. 
The city rate of taxation need not be 
iiicrcnaod In order to handle tbe bond 
problem.

How these lawyers expect this 
difforenie ot opinion lo be tettled is 
nut exactly clear.

10 decide that their appuiiitiucnt was 
made wiihoul niilliority. A court 
will judge of the nature and extent 
of its jurisdiction. But il will not 
atop to consider or pass upon Its own 
existence. Nut only would it violate 
the principle that no one ahould act 
jndge in his own case, but il would 
gaaume lo determine that which 
others hove already authoritatively 
decided. 

The Court of Appeals seem lohave 

given the subject most careful con- 
sideration, and their opinion has met 
general approval. They have acted 
and the Governor has acted n i« 
rather late lo expect any reiraclioii. 
If ihoae appointed by the Governor 
shall accept ilielr.appointmenls, we 
imagine Ttcford's appeal will be tried 
and ilei'iiled f lirly and justly on its 
merits. I f he has i>ot had a fair trial 
according lo the laws of the land, let 
him have it. If innocent, let him go 
free. If guilty, let him suflier. The 
present constitution is not all we 
would liavo it, but it seems entirely 
adequate in Ihe present emcrgeucj'.

Eiiquirlea are made for a care for 
warta of different kinds ou liorses, 
mules and cattle. Many trt^jpaadies 
are prescribed— man^lMrtSi'oua and 

'often tried and never 
to fail. Auoiut the wart 
three timea with clean, fresh hog's 
lard, about two dajl|i between liincs. 
I have had warta oh my horses 
—bleeding warts of largo size, rat- 
tling "arts anil seed warts, to the 
nuinbor of more than one hundred 
on one horse'a head. I have never 
boon able to find the warl« for the 
third opplieatinn of llio lard. All 
diaitpi^ after tba -aocond «ppli«a- 
tion. 

1 liave sent this pi osciiplion lo sev- 
eral ngricnilural piijiers, hoping it 
would bo of some use to fanners. 
Ijiit tlicy all eeeni slow to be'ievc; 
perhaps because the remedy is at 
hand and costs nothing. It ought to 
be at the head of llic veterinary col- 
umn of every agriculliiial jiapcr. I 
own I was slow to believe myself, 
but having a Hue young lufire w ith 
largo bleeding waits that covered 
part of the bridle and girths with 
blood whenever used, 1 thought there 
would bo no harm In trviug liird on 
them. When Ihe mare wu flMiup 
for the third applfcaiian Hier» wVre 
no warls and the srnrs are there now 
after more than fifteen ycara, wllb 
very lllllo chniige. 

IJiglit here I may say Ibal for cuts, 
bruises, galls, etc., the application of 
fresh lard— either for man or beast- 
is worth more than any patent lini- 
ments in use. It will relieve pain 
instantly and does not irritate raw 
flesh, as all liniments do. Let all pa- 
pers wishing lo benefit tiie farmer 
and his friend, Iho horse, copy Ihia—- 
not once, but often enough tliat all 
may learn.
